l hope The Vi llag* Voice will 
not allow the dtocuaaton of c au*- 
ea that will follow the anataatnA- 
lion of Senator Robert Kenne- 
dy to resolve upon some sudi 
thing as stricter firearms con- 
trol, or merely to abominate the 
open form of campaigning our 
political figures are forced, in- 
to, where security measures arc 
low. Wfcst would be worse la to 
Insist further on some of the 
superstitions l heard coming 
from the media early this morn- 
ing, namely that the Kennedy 
has been the victim of an in- 
eluctable series of violent but 
unrelated misfortunes. For the 
, press to Ignore the Information 
j that connects or recurs In these 
: violations is to dictate the final 
physical results, and not to get 
down to the causes at all. I don't 
think the cause of our continu- 
ing assassinations has a lot to 
do with the openness of our so- 


ciety or the lack of security 
around our leaders. It has more 
to do, on the contrary, with the 
lack of freedom we have in find- 
ing out the whole of the circum- 
stances that accompany such a 
crime. Without a complete and 
open investigation of the evi- 
dence,. we can expect another, 
critical controversy over a possi- 
ble conspiracy such as the one 
that followed President John F 
Kennedy's assassination in 
which the veracity of the Federal 
investigation authorities and the 
Warren Commission's conclusion 
that Lee Harvey Oswald acted 
alone in killing the President 
have been deservedly insulted. 

We can escpect this kind of 
pathological killing to continue 
until we impress all potential as- 
'a^sins with a certainty that they 
vill be t topped. This Includes 
bolding cpen and public hearings 
on the present crime Ln which 
all relevant evidence will be 
made available to the court; it 
Includes reopening the investiga- 
lon of President John T. (ten- 
| nedy's death to the scrutiny of 


non-government experts until j; 
there Is no doubt a single con- 
spirator remains free to pursue 
Ids freak personal or political \ 
motive; it Includes apprehend- 
ing the murderer or conspiracy 
responsible for the death of Dr, 
Martin Luther King, Jr, But If 
we allow our discussion to ma- 
linger on (Isolated, “sick" Indi- 
viduals who art outside of any 
projected social or political im- 
petus. no matter how powerful or 
minute, we will condemn our- 
selves to futile com mis eratlon 
and future crime. If assassins 
can govern in our auccess-orient- 
ed society, we, the unmurder- 
oua. are the sick ones.
